HELLAS REVISITED. 


© travel books there is no end, and 
F theré are no great land areas of the 
eárth's surísce now left untrodden by the 
foot of man, whilo the records of his 
wanderings ‘for social, economic or 
religious causes have come down to us 
from the earliest times. The desire for 
change of scene and movement is a 
natural impulse. which in these days of 
intense restless activity, and the organisa- 
tion and opportunity for transport and 
travei, drives man, it search of new adven- 
ture and fiesh sensations to satisfy the 
natural cravings of mind and body, mtu 
new scenes of exploration or discovery. 
The books on travel to-day would fill a 
goodly library. The works of the earlier 
travellers, going no further back than 
Marco Polo, stimulated advegburere and 
pilgrims alike, so that the stream of 
records, true and faked, grew alike with 
the centuries, until to-day it brings its 
full quota of the harvest of the year to the 
publishers’ and booksellers’ Shelves. 


Greece is 2 land as yet unspoiled by the 
average tourist, and is sufficiently distant 
to prevent the intrusion of the week-end 
tripper from distant lands. Its railways 
are few, its roads off the main tracks are 
poor, while its inn accommodation, apart 
from the larger towns, is scanty. th 
camping accommodation and the services 
of a competent dragoman are essential, 
while mule transport has to be reckoned 
with and accepied. The trip, of 
which ‘‘ Hellas Revisited ” is the record, 
covered both North and South Greece, and 
its good organisation, and the official 
recognition it enjoyed, made for the great 
success it achieved. 
The book is not a work of travel in the 
accepted sense of being a guide. It is not 
an itinerary in the old diary form, 
although both these elements incidentally 
come in; yet its abundant knowledge and 
necuracy are evident on every page. The 
work is, above ail things, a literary 
masterpiece, with a style so perfected that 
it moves without apparent effort ; yet what 
effort of years must have gone on to reach 
such perfection! We have read all that 
Professor MacNeale Dixon has written. 
Mr. Drinkwater speaks of ‘‘ his range and 
‘intimacy with scholarship which almost 
embarrasses the reader.’’ Yet his “ Hellas 
Revisited’’ stands apart from all his 
other work; in its intimacy with the 
reader, in the exquisite verse which 
adorns it, filled with the beauty of the 
ancient Greek spirit, and in its range of 
the subtle penetration of mind into the 
religion, the philosophy and the art of a 
great people. It reveals a, mind of great 
culture and rare analytical capacity in 
handling the problems that perplex the 
human soul.

Of the many works on Eastern lands 
that the last eishty vears have produced 
m the field of travel, perhaps but two 
have passed into literature—Kinglake’s 
‘* Fothen ” and Curzon’s “ Monasteries in 
the Levant.’’

He 
thought that the clergy had a particular 
claim on the gratitude of the people in the 
matter of education, 

Mr. L. J. Walsh, District Justice, Letter- 
kenny, proposing the toast of the Union, 
said that in his time Terenure College was 
a great college, which had for him the 
kindest and tenderest memories. He was 
convinced that the best. educational results 
were to be obtained in a school sufficiently 
small to enable the closest possible contact 
to exist between the professors and students, 
in Terenure.

THE FATAL NIGHT, 


Accounts of the fatal night vary in 
detail, but the essential facts are clear 
enough.

It was 
not until the stamps were in circulation 
that this macabre prank was discovered by 
the new Government, and, although 
frenzied efforts were made to recall the 
issue, it was too late. 

To understand the causes which led up 
to the assassination it is necessary 10 
follow the bitter feud between the two 
dynasties of Obrenovics and Karageor- 
geovies, which at various times occupied 
the throne of that turbulent land after it 
had freed itself from Ottoman domination. 

Ix 1804, George Petrovics, the first of 
the Karageorgeovics Dynasty, ~ so-called 


from his Turkish name of Kara George, or 


‘‘ Black Georve,” led a revolt against the 
Sultan. and drove the Turks from the 
country. His success, however, was short- 
lived, end in 1810 the Ottoman ‘horse- 
tails once :ncre were established. . Kara 
George was forced to fiy for his, life, and, 
with a few comrades, took ‘refuge m 
Austria 

In the meanwhile, his position as leader 
of the national party was usurped by 
Milosch Obrenovics, who, jealous of his 
influence, ticacherously murdered him 
when he returned to the country four 
vears later. This was the beginning of 
the feud beside which ‘the ordinary 
Corsican veudetta pales into insignificance. 
Milosch, in his dealings with the hais 
undoubtedlv displayed a greater readin?ss 
to comptronire than the more perfervid 
elements of the patriotic party approved. 
Whether or not his policy was dictated 
by the fact that he had killed Kara 
George, there is no doubt that it was 
successful from his own point of view, and 
probably from that of the ordinary 
Serbian as well. 


ABDICATIONS. 


Sultan Mahmur II.. was an intelligent 
man, and worthy of having been girt with 
the sabre of Othman in a happier age. 
Realisiiig Milosch’s difficulties, he decided 
to avail him-elf of them... Milosch was 
ackniowledcgei prince of an autonomous 
country. aml for nine.years was able to 
maintain his position. Finally, however, 
liis Turcophile predilections led to a 
revolution, aud he wast forced to abdicate. 


His dynasty struggled’ on uncomfortably. 


till 1842, when another Karageorgeovics 


was elected to the throne. 

At last it seemed that Serbia’s dynastic 
troubles were ended, but after a reign of 
seventeen years Karazeorgeovies resigned, 
worn out by the labours of a chequered 
lite. The aged Milosch Obrenovics was 
invited. to return, and was succeeded by 
his son, Michaei, who already /:al 
enjoyed, or rather endured, a short reign 
before the accession ot Karegeorgeovics. 
Thus a son succeeded a father twice on 
the throne of a kingdom—an_ event 
probably without precedent in history. 
King Michael ruled well, and under him 
many excellent reforms were effected, 
while the country made zood progress. 
The sight of a successful Obrenovies. 
however. was too much for the dis 
possessed house of Karageorgeovics, which 
stute of affairs tn Serbia naturally in- 
volved = violence. Michael] was duly 
assassinated, but the dvnasty survived in 
the person of Milan, the father of King 
Alexander, ad n second cousin of Michael. 
Milan ruled for twenty-one vears, and 
then unexpectedly abdieated in favour of 
Alexarder, who was twelve years old at 
that date. 


HELP FROM RUSSIA. 


Alexander was not brought up in the 
happiest of circumstances. His parents 
spent their time in domestic quarrels, and 
the boy was educated privately on 
German lines. He accompanied his 
mother into exile after his father had 
obtained a divorce. which subsequently 
was annulied. Later he was forcibly 
dragged back to Belgrade, and kept under 
the eye of his grim father. It is hard to 
judge his character, but there can be no 
doubt that he possessed _ resolution ; 
indeed, this quality ultimately cost him 
his life. For the first four years after lis 
father’s abdication Alexander remained 
under the futelage of two regents, when, 
suddenly—most things in Serbia were 
sudden im those days—he assumed the 
reins of Government himself in 1893, 
although he was barely seventeen years 
old. 
Milan, though a tyrant, had the art of 
inspiring fear; Alexander was able only 
to insvire- dislike. -Serbia, throughout her 
long battle for freedom, had enjoyed the 
help of Russia, with the result that by all 
patriotic citizens an entente with their 
northern Sclavonic kinsmen was regard 
as being a sine qua non of the country’s 
foreign policy. Aware of this fact, the 
Karageorgeovics pretender, Prince Peter, 
had strengthened .his position by a 
marriage with the daughter of Prince 
Nicholas, afterwards King of Montenegro, 
another Russian pryptég?. Alexander’s 
matrimonial venture was less fortunate. 
There was in his mother’s entourage a 
Madame Draya Maschin, with whom, in 
spite of the fact that she was several 
years older than himself, the voung King 
fell desperately in love. Not only was 
the lady of comparatively humble origin, 
but many averred that her earlier life left 
a great deal to be desired. Furthermore, 
she failed to compensate for these short- 
comings by giving an heir to the 
Obrenovics Dynasty. 


A TRAGIC MARR AGE. 


It was in some ways a repetition of the 
romance of an earlier potentate. who ruled 
over the Baikans: but Alexander was no 
Justinian. while Draga lacked the great. 
ness of Theodora. When the engagement 
was announced in 199Q it was received 
everywhere with consternation. Even oid 
ex-King Milan turned against his son, and 
hastened to Vienna, intending to lead 
thence an expedition in favour of Prince

although he knew that the country was | 
honeycombed with discontent, and that al 


far-flung plot existed, refused to do more 
than arm 
attend personally to the selection of the 
palace guards. 

On the night of June 10th, after a con- 
cert in the Konak, the King and Queen 
had gone to bed, unaware that two of the 
chief traitors were under their roof 
Colone! Maschin and Colonel Naumovics 
Alexander’s Aide-de-Camp, had undertaken 
to open the main yate to the conspirators. 
At about two o’cleck in the morning the 
supporters of the §Karageorgeovics 
appeared suddenly at the gate, the key cf 
which hadi been handed secretly to 
them by Maschin. This incursion of 
desperadoes roused the Palace Guard, 
who, ignoring an order to surrender their 
arms, fought valiantly in defence of their 
King. They were quickly overpowerel 
and killed by superior numbers. Realising 
that the fusillade must have given warn- 
ing to their victims, the assassins 
stormed their way iuto the L’alace, and 
were met by Naumovics, who was ready 
with a bom to burst open the door ‘nto 
the royal apartments. The bomb fulfilled 
expectations, but accomplished a poetic 
justice by killing the traitor. These 
probably are the facts of Naumovics’s 
death, although another account states 
that he was shot by Alexander. 
Apparently, the murderers were not sure 
where the royal couple slept, and the 
sudden failure of the electric light added 
to the geneial confusion. Some candles 
were found, and the frenzied search re- 
commenced. 


MASSACRE. 


Old General Petrovics appeared at this 
juncture, to demand the meaning of the 
uproar, auc was murdered instantly. 
Marching over a welter of corpses, the 
conspirators were met by a man servant of 
Queen Draca’s, wno fired and wounded 
one cf their nunber, a Captain 
Dimitrovics. The servant was spared 
until he had indicated the door of the 
royal sleeping apartment, when he, io, 
was added to the slain. The door was 
locked, and the infuriated officers hacked 
it down with an axe. Clambering through 
the débris, they were confronted by King 
Alexander, who hal found time to put on 
some clothes. Queen Draga still was in 
her nightgown. The reports of this part 
of the tragedy are conflicting, but it seems 
that there was a short parley before the 
end. One story alleges that a form of 
abdication was handed to the King fer 
his signature, and that, on his refusal, he 
and the Queen wese riddled with bullets. 
Another states that Alexander pleaded for 
his wife’s safety, and, refusing to abandon 
her, died with her. , 

Whatever were the details, all was over 
in a few minutes. Some of the younger 
officers wished to throw the bodies out of 
the window, hut Colonel Maschin, with 
belated delicacy, restrained them on. the 
ground that such behaviour would be 
barbareus. 

While these scenes of horror were being 
enacted in the Konak, detachments of the 
Seventh Infantry Regiment and of the 
Fourth Cavalry Regiment had surrounds! 
the houses of those Ministers and 
notables whe were known to be loyal to 
the Obrenovies Dynasty. All these 
shared the fate of their King, Altogether. 
fifty-four people were killed and wounded 
in these shainbles. 


TIMES ARE CHANGED. 


For a few days the throne remained 
vacant. Then, by unanimous vote, it was 
offered to Prince Peter, an’ the Kara- 
georgeovics Dynasty came “ into its own 
again. ' 

There is reason to suppose that, 
although the plans of the massacre .!ad 
been laid with great thoroughness, they 
were in abevance until the day before the 
murders The ifmediate cause of the 
decision to act at once seems to have been 
the arrival in Belgrade of Lieutenant 
lunjieyitza, the Queen’s brother, who was 
thoucht to be scheming for the throne. 
lt is uncertain whether—if the allegation 
be true—he hoped to accomplish this end 
by being appointed heir presumptive, or 
by a coup d'état. In the latter case, he 
must have had the support of Draza, 
whose true charecter may have been better 
known to the Army than to the husband 
whom she brought to his death. 

When we consider that this horrid 
business. occurred only twenty-six years 
ago, and, unlike the tragedy at Ekaterino- 
slav, cnly fcr dynastic reasons, we realiae 
how vast has been. the change of thought 
in the lifetime of one Balkan generation.

Che Cattle Market. 


From Wednesday evening to Thursdav 
morning develops a part of the life of 
Dublin too often lost in the apathy of 
poutine for the general prblic to remember 
its significance. Tt wos driven in rpen my 
mind as I descended from a tram in Park- 
gate street into the midst of a drove of 
cattle on their way to market. I stopped 
to imepect them. and found them fine fat 
beasts of thé Kerry and Hereford type, 
two and three-vear-olds. Interest sent me 
round by the North Circular road to look 
at the cattle market. Workmecn were busy 
in the enclosure: brt I could picture the 
scene in the grey dawn of the morrow. 
Surveyine the surroundings, it seemed to 
me pecrliorly anpronriate that here. of all 
wlaces in Dublin, the view is marked bv 
those grev-stone edifices which stand out 
nlways as one’s first intimation of a

TWO MEN CHARGED WITH 


. Killowen, from which the newly- 
appointed Lord of Appeal in Ordinary— 
hitherto the Right Hon. Frank Russell, 
K.C.—-takes his title, is four or five miles 
from the beautiful Co. Down seaside 
resort, Warrenpoint. It lies in some of 
the most splendid country in Ireland, and 
Warrenpoint is ideally situated, facing 
across Carlingford Lough to Gaelic- 
speaking Omeath, right between the 
magnificent ranges of the Carlingford and 
Mourne mountains. Thackeray was not 
over-praising its beauty when he said that 
from Warrenpoint he looked out upon “a 
world’s wonder.” 

The new Baron is the fourth son of the 
first Lord Russell of Killowen in the 
County of Down, a title conferred on him 
when he became Lord of Appeal in May, 
1894, just two months before he became 
Lord Chief Justice. Five years previously 
Sir Charles Russel], Q.C., as he then was, 
had made his dramatic cross-examination 
of Richard Pigott in the famous Times 
Commission on Parnellism. The title 
became extinct on his death in August, 
1900. 

Its revival now is a graceful tribute 
to a very able lawyer. Unlike his father, 
who studied at Dublin University, the new 
Lord Russell of Killowen was educated 
at Beaumont College and at Oriel College. 
Oxford, and was called to the Bar at 
Lincoln’s Inn in 1893. He is sixty-two 
years of age, exactly as his father was 
when the dignity was first conferred. 


Chain Letters. 


The chain letter nuisance has re- 
appeared. You receive a missive from 
some victim of the desire to be oi the 
safe side in the matter of superstitions. 
It contains a paragraph or two to the 
effect thát it was begun by so and so in 
France ; that it must go three times round 
the world; that, if vou send it on in 
accordance with instructions to nine more 
victims, you will have a piece of good 
fortune within nine days; if not, you may 
look out for squalls. Several alleged 
cases are cited where the recipient was 
not idiotic enough to pander to his fears 
and rued it within the same scheduled 
period. This is followed by a list of 
twenty or thirty individuals who passed 
the mischief on. My letter was set in 
motion, so it says, by an American officer, 
a colonel. I am afraid that he will ‘‘ go 
to America when he dies ’’—that fate that 
Wilde suggested was in store for bad 
Americans. It reposes in small and 
angry pieces in my waste-paper basket. 
The unfortunate thing is that there are 
folk whom these communications intimi- 
date into the waste of time involved in 
the copying and of money in the postage, 
or, worse, live awhile a prey to misgivings 
because they have failed to do as they 
were bid. The kindest thought about the 
disseminators of these impositions is that 
they are, perhaps, possessed . by a 
patriotic desire to increase the receipts of 
the Post Office.

Furthermore, the Dingley Dell 
team does not appear to have batted at 
all, and, despite the gallant efforts of some 
players to “ regain the ground Dingley 
Dell had lost in the contest,’’ the team 
was forced to give in to the superior 
prowess of the Muggletonians. 

I also dipped into ‘‘Tom Brown’s 
Schooldays ” to refresh my memory of 
the immortal game between Rugby and 
the M.C.C., which Hughes describes so 
grawhically. I discovered, to my surprise, 
that the captain howled and kept wicket 
in alternative overs, a performance which 
will make devotees of the game smile, 
while Jack Ragygles marvellously 
succeeded in making a hit to leg for five 
from a ball pitched on the off stump. 

Although Miss Mitford was born 
before the age of weman’s emancipation, 
she certainly knew cricket, and the match 
in “Our Village ' gets the right atmos- 
phere of the period.

he People’s Garden. 


There are those who imagine that the 
beauty of the Pecple’s Garden in the 
Phonix Park passes with the end of 
summer, A visit to it in the early winter 
should dispel that illusion. If one can 
appreciate the more subtle loveliness of 
Jine, few scenes can be more attractive 
than the outline of the bare branches and 
twigs against the clear, cold sky. By the 
lake stands one willow whose tracery is as 
delicate as vossamer.

Chemists’ Shops. 


A famous traveller has declared th&t in 
ail his wanderings he saw nothing which 
pleased him better than the chemists’ 
shops of England, with the tall bottles 
in the windows, containing, perhaps, 
myster:ous drugs, perhaps merely coloured 
water. In the old days. too, chemists 
were fain to wear the colourful magicians’ 
robes ; for we are told that in the annual 
procession of Riding the Franchisés, in 
Dublin, members of the Guild of Apothe- 
caries were apparelled in purple and 
orange. In the year 1767 an anonymous 
wit wrote a description in verse of the 
pageant. That year the Apothecaries, or 
Guild of St. Luke the Evangelist, came 
last in the procession, having only twenty 
vears before disassociated themselves 
from the Ba~ber-Surgeons. and received a 
charter of their own. The poet was not 
kind to them when he wrote :— 


“See where the proud Apothecaries drive. 
Who most bv fraud and imposition thrive, 
Whose monstrous bills immoderate wealth procure, 
For drugs that kill as many as they cure, 
Well are thev plac’d the last of all the ront. 
For they’re the men we best can live without.”

STILL A MEMBER OF THE GUARDS. 
Mr. Justice Hanna said that he présumed

[If that 
obligation had heen carried out in this in- 
stance this tragic occurrence would not have 
taken place. In the present case the Guard 
was not entitled to kill or maim in endeavour 
ing to effect the arrest of the parties con- 
cerned In the arrest of the men the Guard 
was not entitled to wee a revolver. 

USE OF REVOLVER. 
The Judge. having reviewed the evidence, 
said that the prisoner had no right in 
law to use a revolver, either to intimidate 
or arrest any of these men. In this case a 
very thin line separated the crimes of murder 
and manslaughter, The accused man was a 
police officer, and the iury and he stood be- 
twéen him and the ordinary citizen. and held 
the scales of justice evenly. The Civic 
Cuards were necessaty for the protection of 
the public, but when they overstepped the 
law they must have the courage to administer 
the law.

BETWEEN EUROPE AND 
AMERICA, 


_ An outline for the development of aviation 
in Ireland was given by Colonel Charles 
Russell, when he addressed the Publicity 
Club of Ireland, at a lunch in Jury’s Hotel, 
Dublin, yesterday. 
“Colonel Russell said that the basic prin- 
ciple of a national air policy should rest in 
the establishment of a national aerial trans- 
port service. Aviation was young as yet, 
and there was no coneeivable reason why the 
progress already made should not continue. 
Recently a twenty-five ton machine had been 
flown, and, perhaps, that would give place 
to machines of considerably greater weight. 
The air vehicle of the future was going to be 
soinething big, and air traffic would come to 
be regarded as a type of mercantile marine, 
Colonel Russell compared the inctease of 
mileage flown, and stated that in 1919, when 
commercial aviation began, the world’s air 
routes totalled two or three thousand miles, 
and for the most part consisted of services 
hetween London and the Continent, and a 
few in Germany.. To-day there were 122,600 
miles of air routes in the world, and daily 
air services were working. In 1027 there 
were flown twenty-three million miles, and in 
1929 on the scheduled services fifty-five 
million miles were flown.

Electricity on the Farm. 

The time is drawing near when the 
Shannon hydro-electric power scheme will 
be brought to the crucial test. That great 
undertaking will be justified only if wise 
and extensive use is made throughout the 
Irish Free State of the current that is 
generated at Ardnacrusha. The hope that 
the farming community will become con- 
sumers of electricity, we think, must be 
vain for many a year to come. Our 
opinion is confirmed by a valuable report, 
entitled ‘ Electricity ine Agriculture,” 
which has been published by the Institute 
for Research in Agricultural Engineering 
at the University of Oxford. This docu- 
ment sets forth the results of extensive 
research into the use of electricity on 
farms. It points out that electrical power 
never can be used so economically in 
in industry, for the reason 
offers the steadier load. 
power on the farm are 
industry they are con- 
tinuous, is needed at 
night for illumination. Annual capital 
‘charges inevitably are heavier where a 
scattered population is concerned than in 
a compact and populous urban zone. It 
is clear, therefore, that the large and 
growing use of electricity in cities 
furnishes no criterion of the prospects of 
electrical development in the countryside. 
A wholly new problem must be faced 
when rural electrification is considered. , 

Three objects must be pursued, the report 
says, if electricity is to be brought largely 
into use in rural areas. First, the 
cost of the transmission and distribution 
system must be cheapened and the 
number of consumers must be multiplied ; 
only thus can overhead charges be brought 
down. Secondly; every consumer must be 
induced to use electricity liberally for a 
variety of purposes in") order to spread 
the cost of the current over many opera- 
tions and so to reduce the average cost 
per unit, Thirdly, a steady and regular 
use must be encouraged. The accomplish- 
ment of these objects obviously would be 
impossible where petty farms are con- 
cerned. Again, where ‘farming practices 
are simple, and eveif? primitive, a steady 
demand for power could not be expected. 
Threshing is the only operation for which 
power would be required. The report gives 
an account of the use of electricity on 
various farms. The smallest was of 
seventy acres, and was of the stock and 
dairy type. Here a complete milk-treat- 
ing plant was at work. .A ten horse-power 
electrical motor drove a countershaft, and 
from this belt-drives were taken to a com- 
pressor for freezing plant, a water pump, 
two milk pumps, a milk cleanser, a 
pasteuriser, a positive holder, a brine 
pump, a separator, a curd-mill, a saw, a 
bottle-washet, and thirty-one farm lights.

iron also were operated from’ the. power 


farms. ‘The report suggests, therefore, 
thaí electricity is serviceable on the farnr 
only when it is used extensively in the 
home. A highly-developed domestic life 
is necessary to justify installation, In 
the! Irish Free State, therefore, for 
many a year, rural consumption of 
current must be relatively low. On 
the other hand, we may hope that 
two substantial gains will accrue to 
the farming community from the elec- 
trification of the villages, _ Brighter, 
cleaner methods in the shops and other 
village buildings ought to help to banish 
squalor from one side of socidl life, The 
creameries and mills, being driven by 
electricity, ought to be exemplars to the 
farmers of scientific practice and of effi- 
ciency. Electricity thus may radiate from 
the beginning a stimulus to the whole 
countryside, and a young generation may, 
rise to which the dim village and the 
darkling tavern and huckster’s shop will 
be strange. If the Free State Govern- 
ment will ensare that urban consunters 
are protected from high charges for 
electricity that they never would have 
been required to pay if the Shannon had 
remainéd unharnessed, a unanimous 
public opinion will support all that can 
be done to effect this measure of reform. 


Motor Taxation. 


The Lord Privy Seal foreshadows the 
possibility that the taxation of motor cars 
in Great Britain may be placed upon a 
new basis. Such a reorganisation is long 
overdue. The present rate of one pound 
per horse-power, which obtains also in the 
Free State, has had the most unfortunate 
repercussions on the export trade. British 
firms have -vied with one another to 
produce cars which shall develop high 
speeds with the smallest possible bore and 
stroke. Thus at the recent Motor Show 


British cars of about ten horse-power were 
found to be the best in the world. Un- 
fortunately, however, such light machines 
are suitable only to macadamised roads. 
In countries where rough surfaces are 
encountered and long distances need to be 
travelled a heavier and more powerful car 
is necessary, Hence it is not surprising 
to learn that the Dominions, in spite of 
a preferential tariff in favour of the 
mother country, prefer to buy American 
“- roadsters.’” The figures are illuminat- 
ing. Some four and a half million cars 
were manufactured last year; yet of these 
only about two hundred and eleven 
thousand were made in Britain. Mr. 
Thomas’s words show that his Government 
is fully alive to the position, He is not 
desirous, he says, “of interfering with 
the amount of revenue that is raised by 
the existing tax, but of obtaining the 
revenue required with a more advan- 
tageous method from the point of view 
of the industry itself,” Indeed, we can 
imaginé no happier hunting-ground for a 
Minister for Unemployment than the 
motor industry. Few trades have wider 
ramifications. “For every additional 
man,’’ explained the Lord Privy Seal, 
“that you can get employed , , , 
you are safe in assuming that another 
additional person will be found empley- 
ment.’” We hope that this realisation of 
the obvious by the Government will cause 
the abandonment of any proposed attack 
upon the McKenna duties: Here is 
another instance where Mr, Macdonald 
and his colleagues must be regretting 
their party’s rash promises during the 
election campaign. Presumably, if the 
revenue is to be maintained, any abate- 
ment of the tax on horse-power must be 
compensated’ by an additional tax on 
petrol. Not only is a petrol tax more 
equitable in its imcidence—because every 
individual thereby pays to the State in 
proportion to the amount of wear that he 
takes out of the roads—but the resultant 
increase in the export trade would enable 
manufacturers to reduce their prices. This 
goal cannot be attained in a day or even 
in a year, Time must be given to manu- 
facturers to develop and perfect higher- 
powered machines. Nevertheless, if the 
whole problem is tackled energetically and 
the McKenna duties are not repealed too | 
soon, ultimate success 1s as certain as 
anything can be in an uncertain world.

The Lane Pictures. 


The matter of the thirty-nine conti- 
nental paintings which constitute the 
Lane bequest once more is engaging 
public attention. By a codicil to his 
will the late Sir Hugh Lane bequeathed 
these pictures to Dublin, but, as he was 
drowned on the Lusitania before the 
codicil could be signed, the pictures have 
remained in England, and at present are 
in the National Gallery in London. The 
Gallery authorities have no power to 
send the pictures back to Dublin. A 
special Act of Parliament must be passed 
before the imtention of Sir Hugh Lane’s 
will can be fulfilled ; and, although many 
attempts have been made during recent 
years to secure the return of the pictures, 
the British Government has not yet 
taken the necessary steps to meet the 
Irish demand. Members of all parties in 
the State have supported the Irish claim. 
Lord Carson of Duncairn is one of the 
stongest advocates of the movement to 
have the pictures restored to Dublin, and 
there is ‘virtual unanimity of opinion 
among Irishmen of all ‘classes that the 
British Government ought to stretch a 
point in the matter. We understand that 
the Free State authorities have . not 
approached Mr. Macdonald’s Government, 
on the ground that Sir Hugh Lane's 
stipulation, that a fitting place shall be 
erected to receive the pictures, has not yet 
been satisfied. Arrangements, however, are 
being made to build an annexe to Charle- 
mont House which will meet Sir Hugh 
Lane’s requirements in every respect ; and 
it is hgped that, as soon as this building 
is , the British Government will 
: a bill in Parliament to give 
effec his wishes. The Lane pictures 
have become so valuable that their return 
to Ireland will be an event of more than 


Attention was” drawn in the House of 
| Lords yesterday to the reckless way in 
which “big game ” is being slaughtered 
in British Africa. The Earl of Onslow 
and Viscount Allenby both described the 
methods which are being adopted by so- 
called sportsmen, and their stories 
revealed. a shameful condition of affairs. 
Big-game sl.ooting has becn reduced to the 
level of the massacre of wild duck with 
duck guns. Motor cars are employed to 
pursue herdg of lions and elephants, and 
cases have been reported in which wild 
animals have been attacked even from the 
safe shelter of an zeroplane. Gradually 
the big game of Africa is being ex- 
terminated by. the use of these 
unsportsmanlike § methods ; 
steps are not taken to prevent the 
barbarous practices ‘of some modern 
hunter#, the fauna of Africa soon will 
begin to disappear. It seems that the 
worst offences are committed in the 
Tanganyika territory, which the British 
Government is administering under a 
mandate from the League of Nations. The 
High’ Commissioner of this colony realises 
the danger, and already has taken certain 
steps to meet it. He is making arrange- 
ments, for instance, to create a gorilla 
sanctuary in co-operation with the Belgian 
authorities, who already have such a 
sanctuary at Kivu; but, unless his 
example is followed generally, a serious 
situation will arise in the near 
future. No, sensible person can object 
to “big game’ shooting on a 
reasonable scale; but there is a limit 
beyond which hunters ought not to be 
allowed to go. Lord Cranworth declared 
yesterday that much of the damage was 
being done by the natives. who kill “ big 
game ” for food. There can be no doubt, 
however, that the unscrupulous hunter is 
the real sóurce of the trouble, and that 
drastic legislation! will be necessary to 
hold him in check.

PROPOSED CHANGES IN 


JURISDICTION, 


By Our POLITICAL CORRESPONDENT, 

I understand that some changes affect- 
ing the jurisdiction at present held by 
District Justices are likely to take place. 
Jt is held that a great deal of the time 
of the higher judges and of jurymen is 
being spent in dealing with small cases 
returned for trial from the District 
Courts. 

Under the present rules, an accused 
person may elect to go for trial before a 
judge and jury, and the District Justice 
has no option but to return the case to 
the Circuit Court. The changes contem- 
Ea are by no means sweeping, and are 
imited to types of crime that might well 
be dealt with by the District Court 
Justices. 

The extension of jurisdiction in 
selected cases might prove highly satis- 
factory, in view of the expense incurred 
by the State in cases returned for trial at 
present. 

Mr. E. H Burne, President of the 
Incorporated Law Society, in conversa- 
tion with me yesterday, expressed his 
approval of this tentative proposal, and 
added that he considered District Jus- 
tices were quite competent to deal with 
many of the cases at present sent to the 
Circuit Courts.

The first-named hails from Kilkenny, 
Comrade Kiwi from Kerry, and Spring For- 
ward from Blackrock, County Dublin, while 
Majesty is the property of the English 
courser, Mr. E. Baxter, who, by his un- 
stinted support of our national meeting at 
Clonmel, bas made himself extremely popular 
with Irish coursing men. 

The first item of news which I picked up 
on atrival at Clounanna this morning was 
that Ormac, one of the strongly-fancied can- 
didates, strained a muscle in his second 
course yesterday. <A veterinary surgeon had 
been called in by Mr. O'Reilly, but although 
the dog was feeling rather sore, it was 
decided to let him take his chance. It was 
a pity that decision was come to. The dog 
had. never been led, but he lost his reputation 
for pace in his course with The Lamb, last 
season's Cork Cup winner, who not anly held 
command for speed in the race to-the hare, 
hut administered to him a severe thrashing. 
Ormac was really incapable of running this 
third course, and so went down, perhaps, the 
fastest dog in the stake. 


HARROGATE HILL'S DEFEAT. 

But the overthrow of the Clonmel dog was 
a mild affair compared to what followed in 
the course that came after it. Odds of 5 to 2 
were laid on the favourite, Harrogate Hill, 
beating Majesty, although Mr. Baxter's red 
had by a long way the best of the handicap 
overnight. They were given the ship. that 
English hounds are accustomed to—in fact, 
it was about the shortest of the meaeting— 
and, with the hare favouring the whife collar, 
it developed into a rousing struggle. They 
ran shoulder to shoulder for the lead, and 
had pussy steered a straight course, Harro- 
gate Hill must have got up, but at the 
critical point she veered round more and 
more to Majesty, and in a flash it was all 
over, the red collar, when he had his chance, 
killing to end a short spin that was neither 
a test of pace nor of greyhound merit. 

Then Majesty made an example of The 
Lamb. It was the first real course that the 
son of the Waterloo Cup winner, Jovial 
Judge, had to run, and he did his job so 
well as to leave no doubt in the mind that 
he has pace, can course, and is trained to 
stay. Perhaps, he did not work as closely 
as one would like, but these great racing 
hares meant business when they set their 
faces for the spinney, and this one was not 
taking any chances with Majesty, who, 
though keeping the line, did not take mapy 
turns out of her. 

DEBONARILY GOING. WELL. 

Debonarily stood staunchly to his 
supporters. In fact, he is running on so 
gamely that defeat is not Fir so far 
as local coursers are concerned. Should he 
get to the end he will have achieved a 
“‘ record *’ for Miss Hope Johnstone, of Rock 
Lodge, Trim. it is many years since she 
ceased to take a really active part in cours- 
ing, but she has Leen fortunate in finding Cous 
to fill her namination in the Irish Cup, which 
she has won twice, with Gift of the Gab and 
Lively Tune—two ‘‘ borrowed" dogs. More 
unlikely things have occurred than that she 
will be as fortunate to-morr>w, but Messrs. 
Baxter and Hecley are extremely confident 
that Majesty will do it. Mr. Hedley, indeed, 
backed him with Mr. James Clarke to win 
£500 


Comrade’ Kiwi, a representative of Kerry, 
performed with the greatest possible credit, 
and it should be a rare struggle between 
him and Debonarily in the fifth round. 

In each of his courses Spring Forward was 
the outsider, but he had the requisite pace 
for Swift Service and Filon. He tired to 
such an extent at the end of his heavy course 
with the tatter that a point or two more 
by the brindled would have made all the 
difference for Mr. P. J. Hogan. At the close 
of the day te was the outsider, but he has 
done particularily well for Mr J. M. Collins 
to go so far. He was purchased in August 
for track racing, and figured in the final for 
the Trigo Cup al Belfast; but he is finished 
with the track now, and will go to the stud. 

Again I may say that it is still a rather 
open Cup, but, having stood by Harrogate 
Hill all along, it ie obvious that IT must now 
fall back on his coreneror, Majesty. 

MANY WITHORAWALS. 

Never has the Purse fizzled out so badly.

COUNSEL’S STATEMENT. 

Before the passing of the Land Act of 
1927, said Mr. Lynch, in opening the appeal, 
under Section 6 of the Land Act of 1891, if 
there was @ deficit on the part of people to 
pay annuities to the Land Commission, it 
was the ratepayers of thé .county who 
ultimately were penalised, and frequently 
thev had examples of five, ten, fifteen or 
more years of arrears acerning and going on 
as if nothing had happened. The annuities 
were charged upon the holdings purchased 
under the Act, and there was an elaborate 
procedure under the Act of 1891 by which 
unpaid annuities were made a first eharge on 
the first county rates that came into the pos- 
session of the County Treasurer. The very 
first money that came into the hands of the 
County Treasurer was captured for the relief 
of this fund, as the result of people nét pay- 
ing their land annuities. A good deal of 


public attention was directed to the fact that 
owing to various causes thete were large

AN AMBIGUOUS SECTION. 


_ Mr. Fergus O'Connor said that this Statute 
imposed a heavy onus on people who previous 
to the passing of the Act were not subject 
to that onus. He. submitted that the Legis- 
lature, never meant, in this Statute, to be 
unfair to anybody, or to create a new set 
of obligations, and that they would not 
create a new set of obligations without 
making it clear that they were going to co 
so, e general principle was that the 
Statute was not to be interpreted as being 
retrospective unless it was clear that it was 
to be so. The worst that could be argued 
against him was that the section was am- 
biguous, and, if it was ambiguous, he was 
entitled to the benefit of the doubt. Counsel 
referred to other sections of the Act. which, 
he said, made the intent'on perfectly clear, 
and. said that Section 28 did not make it 
clear that it was té be retrospective. 

Mr. Cherry having addressed the Court, 
their lordships, without calling on Mr.

THE COURT'S FINDING. 


Mr. Justice Sullivan said that the argu- 
ment had satisfied him that Section 28 of 
the Land Act of 1927 was ambiguous.

CO. CORK TENANT’S APPEAL. 


(BEFORE THE CHIEF JUSTICE, MR. JUSTICE 
FITZGIBBON AND MR. JUSTICE 
MURNAGHAN.) 


In the matter of the estate of Edward 
Hugh Montgomery, owner, Carey Joyce, 
tenant, situated at Ballynalacken, Co. Cork, 
the tenant appealed from an order of Mr. 
Justice Wylie, in the Irish Land Commission 
Court, dated 21st June last, declaring that 
the fishery rights in the River Blackwater, 
adjoining the lands, were not appurtenant to 
the tenant’s holding, and did not become 
vested in the Land Commission on the 
“appointed day,’’ and sought to have that 
order reversed, and an order in lieu thereof 
made that the objection, dated 15th May, 
1928, to the provisional list published on the 
20th March, 1928, be upheld and allowed, 
and that the objection of the owner, dated 
10th April, 1928, to the provisional list be 
disallowed. 

The grounds of the appeal were that the 
Irish Land Commissioners were wrong in law 
in holding that the fishery and fishing rights 
of the River Blackwater did not vest in the 
Irish Land Commission on the appointed day, 
under the provisions of the Land Acts, 1 
and 1927. 

Mr. Wood, K.C., and Mr. Binchy (in- 
structed by Mr. Anthony Carroll) appeared 
tor the appellant and tenant; and Mr. Jellett, 
K.C. ; Mr Leonard, K.C., and Mr. Meares 
(instructed by Messrs. White and Meares) for 
the respondent and owner. 

Mr. Jellett, K.C., for the respondent gafor- 
mally .objected to the appeal, as there were 
only questions of fact involved in it, 

Mr. Wood, K.C., opening the appeal, ex- 
plained that the boundary of the tenant’s 
holding was the bank of the river, and that 
the tenant had certain rights of fishing with 
respect to those lands. He submitted that, 
as an objector to the provisional lists pub- 
lished by the Commissioners, he had a right 
to appeal from the order mentioned. The 
question of law involved was whether of not 
the fishery was appurtenant: to the lande. 
The only question that could be raised in 
this case was what was the status of an 
objector in a case of this kind. The ques- 
tion, he submitted, was purely question of 
law, and the appeal was not confined to 
questions of fact. 

Mr. Binchv, on the same side, emphasised 
the noint with respect to the question of law 
involved. 

Mr. Jellett, K.C:, for the respondent, re- 
fered to the fact that the tenant based his 
objection on two grounds—that the boundary 
of his farm was the middle of the river, and 
that the fishery was appurtenant to the said 
lands of the objector. He also pointed out 
that the rates payable by the tenant in re- 
pect of lands were very small compared 
with the rates payable by the owner, who 
paid £170 for rates on one side of the river 
and £3350 for rates on the other. 

Mr. Leonard, K.C., followed on the same 
side, and had not concluded his argument 
when the Court rose. 

The further hearing was adjourned until 
next Monday.

THE RIGHT OF GRAZING. 

(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE SULLIVAN AND 
MR. JUSTICE O'BYRNE.) 

In a case of Sheerin and others, trustees, 
against Charles McGowan, of Creeveoughter, 
Rathmullen, Co. Donegal, the plaintifis ap- 
ealed from an order of Circuit Court Judge 
heehy dismissing on the merits a civil bill 
brought by them against the defendant for 
trespass on a mountain that had been vested 
in them for the benefit of other owners of 
Sones on the estate of Charles Stewart, of 
Horn Head, Dunfanaghy, the vendor. 
It appeared that on the sale of the estate 
a deed was executed vesting mountain and 
turf bog in the townland of Creeveoughter in 
the plaintiffs for the benefit of the purchasing 
tenants, and the trustees were given power 
to regulate the user of the mountain "Bl bas. 
The defendant had claimed the right to put 
his cattle on the lands without payment of 
rent to the trustees, who had fixed the price 
to be paid by the tenants for grazing the 
mountain. 
It was suggested during the hearing that 
the real conflict seemed to be an attempt on 
the part of Charles McGowan and some 
others to oust the trustees and to take control 


sought to have the dismiss set aside on the 
ground that the Circuit Court Judge had 
cr agp himself in law and upon the 
acta. 

Mr. Newett (instructed by’ Messrs. W.

HARBOUR BOARD'S FEAR. 

“It was our original ‘intention,”’ declared 
Mr. Hill, ‘‘ to tow the re-floated Celtic to 
some cross-Channel port, but,-in response to 
local pressure, we agreed to execute the 
latest work at Cork Harbour. In July last 
the representative of our firm held a round- 
table conference with the members of 
the Harbour Board, when we explained 
our compressed air system of refloating 
the Celtic, and at that time we were assured 
of their whole-hearted co-operation in our 
efforts to bring the vessel to Haulbowline to 
be broken up. We were, therefore, astounded 
to learn that the Commissioners had now 
decided not to permit the Celtic to be brought 


n. 

Mr. Hill expressed his firm’s appreciation 
of the efforts of the Chairman of the Board, 
Mr. Richard Wallace, on their behalf, and 
said that when they came to Cork first they 
were unaware of the existence of 
Haulbowline. Thrcugh Mr. A. C. Horne, 
Lloyds’ agent, at Queenstown, they had 
met the other members of the Board, 
and agreed to utilise Haulbowline. As 
the Harbour Board’s decision is based 
mainly on the fear that ‘if an attempt 
were made to bring the Celtic into 
the fer she might sink in the channel, 
thus blocking the way to all traffic,” 1 asked 
Mr. Hill was there any danger of such an 
occurrence, and his reply was: “We must 
take the Celtic off the :».cks at high tide, 
and, as a vessel of that size cannot be tewed 
against & strong ebb tide and must also be 
brought into Haulbowline in full tide, no 
effort can be made for almost twelve hours 
to move it into the channel. If the Celtic 
remains «float for that period, in the deep 
water alongside the Cow and Calf, we could 
not only take it the few miles to Haulbowline, 
but could tow «t to Newfoundland.” 

** We are not so much concerned with the 
Cork Harbour Board's decree as with our 
chances of refloating the Celtic in our first 
attempt, a fortnight hence,” added Mr. Hill. 
“But this extraordinary decision surprises 
us greatly at this stage of our work.” 

Only one of the six air-tight chambers 
necessary for the task remains to be com- 
leted, and, although the first effort may not 
e successful, Mr. Hill confidently affirms 
that the vessel will be refloated at the second 
attempt, 

It is interesting to note that this portion 
of the work is entrusted to Messrs. Cox and 
Dancks, the salvage firm whose successful 
efforts in re-floating the scuttled ships of the 
German Navy at Scapa Flow opened a new 
era in marine engineering. 


EXPORT OF BUTTER TO 
NORTHERN IRELAND. 


INTERESTING LEITRIM 
PROSECUTION, 


At the Dowra Distriet Court yesterday 
one of the first prosecutions of its kin 
brought under the Dairy Produce Act, 1924, 
was listed against William Kelly, junior, 
Hibernian House, Beleoo, Co. Fermanagh, 
when he was charged that he, “not being a 
registered proprietor of premises registered 
in the Register of Creameries, or in the 
Register of Manufacturing Exporters, or in 
the Register of Butter Factories, or in the 
Register of Non-Mannufacturing Exporters, 
kept under the Dairy Produce Act, 1924, he 
did at Blacklion, in Co. Cavan, on the 15th 
June, 1929, export butter to Northern 
Ireland in contravention of the provisions of 
the Dairy Produce Act, 1924.” 

THE REGULATIONS, 
Mr. A. Kelly, Inspector, said that the 
defendant on several occasions exported 
farmers’ butter from Blacklion, and, accord- 
ing to the regulations, it was not packed as 
it should; was not- marked ‘ farmers’ 
butter,” and was not tested for its water 
contents. The defendant had not registered, 
although sent a form, and this butter was 
sold to the injury of the Irish creamery 
butter in England and Northern Ireland. 
The defence was that the sale of the butter 
in Northern Ireland or England would not 
act to the detriment of the Irish Free State, 
Mr, Little said that the Act was passed 
to give the Irish Free State creamery butter 
a high grade, The State had not suffered 
by the _ devel going to Northern Ireland. 
He would ask his worship not to decide the 
case to the detriment of his client. ” 
Tha Justice—If I had diseretion in an 
Act of Parliament, it would be all right; 
but I have no discretion when an Act is 
beíore me. 
A fine of £5 was imposed.

CORPORATION ENGINEER'S EVIDENCE, 

Mr, Bernard Muntz, installation engineer 
of the Corporation, who examined the place 
yesterday morning, said that he found no 
connection between the tubing carrying the 
cable and the hen run, where the fireman 
said he received a shock. The fuses in the 
house were *‘blown’”’ when he tested them. 
and, in his opinion, the wire was not 
“alive ” at the time when the boy Hopkins 
collapsed. Some points of the wire netting 
projected on top of the hen run, and anyone 
touching there might get the impression that 
he had received an electric shock, although 
it would be only a prod. 

Answering Inspector Curry, the witness 
said that the wet condition of the ground 
would strengthen the shock, if any were 
received. He fotind none of the wires ex- 
posed, and the cable seemed to him “a well 
carried out job.” 

The house surgeon of the hospital, Dr. 
McMahon, said that when he examined the 
body rigor mortis had already set in. There 
were no marks on the body, The heart, 
lungs and other organs were normal, but 
there was congestion of the brain, althouch 
not sufficient to suggest meningitis, nor to 
be the cause of death, 

In reply to Mr. Good, the doctor said that 
death from an electric shock would be con- 
sistent with his findings. A small voltage 
might have no effect on one man, but might 
kil, another, and an electric shock would 
show little in a post-mortem examination, as 
rigor mortis set in early. 

The jury retired, but returned soon after- 
wards, when the foreman intimated that they 
could not record a verdict until they had 
had more evidence and had examined the 
place for themselves, 

The inquest was then adjourned,
